4. Make it a point to place an Evangel in every home of 
church membership.

6. Solicit subscribers by a friend for a friend—especially 
for the sick or unsaved. 

7. Keep in mind the special rate of $1.25 for yearly sub- 
scriptions for four or more.

The Bible contains 3,583,483 letters, 773,693 words, 31,373 verses, 
1,189 chapters, and 66 books. 

The most beautiful chapter is the Twenty-third Psalm. 

The four most inspiring promises are John 14:2-6; John 14:27; Matt. 
11:28; and Psalm 37:4.

SHOULD WE CRY FOR JUSTICE?

“Shall mortal man be more just 
than God? shall a man be more pure 
than his maker?” Job 4:17. 

So many times in our lives we are 
continually asking for things which 
we are not sure will help us along. 
Sometimes we even pray for things 
just because we heard someone else 
ask for them. In our prayer to God 
we should be more like ourselves and 
never try to pattern after someone 
else. It may be that you hear some- 
one ask God to have patience with 
him, another may even ask for 
mercy, while others ask for justice. 

Jesus said in John 14:14, “If ye shall 
ask anything in my name, I will do it.” 
If Jesus had not been telling the 
truth, He would never have spoken 
these words to man. And if any man, 
having the faith, will ask of Jesus, the 
same shall receive of him great and 
glorious blessings; so if you are in- 
terested enough in God, you will ask 








Him to guide you in all your way of 
life, and He will do it. 

Many times while praying we ask 
for justice, but there is no need to 
cry for justice, because we find in 
Num. 23:19, “God is not a man, that 
he should lie; neither the son of man, 
that he should repent: hath he said, 
and shall he not do it? or hath he 
spoken, and shall he not make it 
good?” By this you can see that He 
will not lie, and whatsoever He has 
said He will do. Now you may say, 
“Where did He make such a promise?” 
Just turn with me to Revelation 22:12. 
If Jesus had not been true, He would 
not have said, “And, behold, I come 
quickly; and my reward is with me, 
to give every man according as his 
work shall be.” We need not worry 
about justice, for He is a just God. 


In so many things of our lives, if 
we only receive justice we would be 
doomed to a burning lake of fire, be- 
cause if you never got mercy from God, 
every little thing that you did would 
place a heavier weight on you. So, in- 
stead of crying for justice, cry for 
mercy, for without mercy we could 
never carry on through life. Christ did 
not have to die for us; heaven would 
have stood without us; God could have 
had His power if not a living soul had 
been saved. Then you may say, “Why 
did Christ come to this wicked world 
to live and die?” He did not come to 
start justice with God toward man, 
for God has always been a just God. 
But Jesus Christ came to shed mercy 
over a sinful world. When He hung on 
the cross why did He say, “It is fin- 
ished”? Simply because He lived the 
life, proved to people that He loved 
them, and now His work was finished 
on earth. If we got justice in some 
things, without mercy, I am afraid we 
would hang on the cross instéad of 
Jesus. But just to have mercy on us 
He died, and not to prove justice al- 
together. 

Some of us preachers, I am afraid, 
do not tell the world what is facing it. 
So many times grown people do not 
understand for what Christ died; 
not only for what He died, but for 
what He is coming back. He is com- 
ing back to rapture the saints of God 
who believe God is just and cry for 
mercy.

DIVINE HEALING 


P. F. TAYLOR, PASTOR CHURCH OF GOD BASTIAN, VIRGINIA 











Jeremiah 8:22, “Is there no balm in ~ for our healing. He said that certainly 


Gilead; is there no physician there? 
why then is not the health of the 
daughter of my people recovered?” 


I know that divine healing is a 
theme that is scoffed at by the medics 
and many other people, and why 
should they not scoff? If everybody 
trusted God and walked with Him, 
they would soon be seeking another 
profession. They .also scoff at the 
osteopaths and chiropractors and 
physical culturists, but thousands of 
people are helped, nonetheless, in spite 
of their scorn. Those who are in poor 
health, those who are sick and ailing, 
certainly need to be helped and healed 
in some measure or another, and 
surely all those who have dedicated 
their lives to the health and healing 
of mankind are to be commended, re- 
gardless of whose ensign they fly. But 
another certainty to consider is the 
certainty of divine healing, for to be 
healed divinely is the very best way to 
be healed, with no disrespect to any- 
one. 

I was once asked the question by a 
prominent executive, “What does the 
Church of God believe in regards to 
divine healing? and what is your stand 
on the latest discoveries of medical 
science?” This was coincident with the 
announcement of the discovery of the 
wonder drugs, penicillin and the sulfa 
drugs. My reply to him was that the 
Church of God did not wish to retard 
the progress of medical science, and 
that we are grateful for the benefits 
to a suffering humanity and for the 
preventative measures that are help- 
ing to minimize the dangers of disease, 
epidemics, etc. Also, that since all true 
science has its origin in God, we were 
among the first to hail with rejoicing 
the progress that is being made. We 
have no criticism to offer to those 
who are suffering who turn to medi- 
cine and surgery for relief, but in turn 
we feel that we are not due any criti- 
cism when we turn to the Creator who 
has made us, and who knows all about 
us, although we are fearfully and won- 
derfully made, and who has provided 
perfect healing for us, in the atone- 
ment and His great plan of redemption 
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he could find no fault with this choice 
of the individual to trust his health 
to his God. 

In this approach to the study of 
divine healing, I invite you to consider: 


I. WHAT IS DIVINE HEALING? 

(a) “Divine” means to proceed from 
God, or proceeding from God. Hence, 
when we receive something divine, we 
receive something direct from God. 

(b) “Healing” means restoring to 
health. Hence, to be divinely healed is 
to be restored to health directly from 
the hand of God. 

The medical doctors aid nature in 
her curative powers, which were orig- 
inally vested in nature by the hand 
of God. God can and does heal 
divinely without the aid of nature. 
Just as Jesus, without the aid of the 
grapevine, the sunshine, the processes 
of nature, suspended all the natural 
laws as man understood them to be, 
and turned the water into wine at the 
wedding festivities in Cana of Gali- 
lee, even so can He today dispense with 
the natural recuperative powers, which 
He built to begin with within the 
human body, and completely, instant- 
ly heal all manner of diseases. 

The medics are frank to concede 
the fact that they cannot cure, but 
that they simply aid nature in right- 
ing the metabolism of the body by 
assisting those recuperative powers 
that are already inherent in physical 
life. 


II. HOW DOES IT TAKE PLACE? 


(a) By the saying of some magic 
formulae or hocus-pocus? 

There are some who evidently think 
so, and thus they relegate to divine 
healing a place beside the superstitions 
of witchcraft and the mumbo jumbo 
of the witch doctors of West Africa. 
Such people do the cause of divine 
healing no good, and aid the enemies 
of true holiness in the persecution of 
the same. Divine healing is not to 
murmur strange and mystical words; 
it is not accomplished by magic, but 
is a manifesto of the triune Godhead 
of the presence and power of the Holy 
Ghost. It is rendered as a service to 


the church by those specially set in 
the Church for this purpose (1 Cor. 


12:28) or by the prayer of faith of 


been prayed by the elders of t 
Church (James 5:15). 

(b) By the use of olive oil in large 
quantities? 

Definitely no. Olive oil used by the 
bucketful or in’a tiny vial is equally 
effective. There is no virtue in the 
oil; the virtue is in the atonement 
and in the use of oil as an act of 
obedience in carrying out this direc- 
tion of the Scripture. I remember 
reading once, in the Southern Literary 
Messenger, a criticism of a certain 
group who seemed to think an ex- 
cessive use of olive oil would cure any- 
thing. No, it is not in the olive oil. 

(c) By much loud holloing and 
praying? 

It is not how loud we pray that 
attracts God on His throne. I know 
that fervency in prayer is a wonderf 
thing and is commanded in the Scri 
ture, but it says “the effectual fervent 
prayer of a righteous man availeth 
much.” If what we do in our private 
lives spoke up to God in equal volume 
with the fervency of our prayers, I 
am persuaded that the results ob- 
tained in divine healing would be more 
gratifying. Really, it is an eloquent 
commentary on how close is our walk 
with Him. But loud holloing just can- 
not of itself alone do the job. 

(d) By FAITH? 

Ah, that is the answer to our query, 
“by faith.” We obey God’s Word, and 
by so doing add works to our faith. A 
faith that is supported thus by works 
is an active, aggressive faith that lays 
hold on God’s promises, the verities of 
His eternal Word, and comes back 


er in sickness or anything require 
“How to get it,” did you say? Matthew 
17:21, “Howbeit this kind goeth not 
out but by prayer and fasting.” 
Ill. IS IT ESSENTIAL? 

I answer, it is not compulsory. 
LET US CONSIDER: 
(a) What are the effects of trusting 


God with our bodies? 
(1) Little faith becomes more faith. 


with the answer to every need, cured . 
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More faith becomes much faith. 
Much faith becomes GREAT 
FAITH. 

(2) Spiritual strength is acquired. 
And the Lord knows that we 
need all the spiritual strength 
we can get in this day when 
it seems all the diabolical spirits 
of hell are arrayed against us. 
A feeling of victory and courage 
prevails. Why? If we feel no 
fear of Satan relative to health 
and to life, we need not fear 
him on any other score. So we 
are brave and victorious in the 
courage of His might. 

(4) Resistance has put old Satan 
to flight. The man who mightily 
trusts God will mightily resist 
Satan, and the Bible plainly 
says: “Resist the devil, and he 
will flee from you.” No doubt, 
there are many who are plagued 
and afflicted by the enemy 
solely because they have never 
abandoned themselves into the 
mighty protection and deliver- 
ance of the Almighty. God has 
promised, and He conditions His 
promises upon our willingness 
to accept them. If shown that 
our confidence is genuine, our 
trust sincere, He will respond to 
our need, and thus will we be 
made to know that 

*Tis so sweet to trust in Jesus; 

Oh, for grace to trust Him more. 
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(b) What are the results of not trust- 
ing God for our healing? 

(1) Little faith becomes less faith. 
Less faith becomes lesser faith. 
Lesser faith becomes no faith at 
all. Thus it telescopes down un- 
til we are spiritually impover- 
ished and barren, for without 
faith it is impossible to please 
HIM. “But he that cometh to 
God must believe that he is 
and that he is a rewarder of 
them that diligently seek him” 
(Heb. 11:6).

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Did Miracles Cease With the Completion 
of the New Testament 


(Editor’s note: This article was writ- 
ten by Rev. Billy Sunday Myers upon a 
challenge by a nonbeliever in healings 
and miracles. He makes it plain by use 
of the Scriptures and declares healing 
is still unto all who will accept it.)

acles are being performed con- 
stantly—“And you hath he quickened, 
who were dead in trespasses and 
sins.”

In regeneration the soul is resurrected 
from a dead state, as is shown again 
in Ephesians 2:5, “Even when we were 
dead in sins, hath quickened us to- 
gether with Christ, (by grace ye are 
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saved.)” It is shown in Ephesians 2:8, 
9, that regeneration is a supernatural 
phenomenon— “For by grace are ye 
saved through faith; and that not of 
yourselves: it is the gift of God: not 
of works, lest any man should boast.” 
Again it is shown in Ephesians 2:10 
that “. . . we are his workmanship, 
created unto Christ Jesus unto good 
works, which God hath before or- 
dained that we should walk in them.” 
The resurrection of a dead body is no 
greater miracle than the resurrection 
of a dead soul. 


Miraculous Healing for the Body 

It is shown in James 5:14, 15, that 
there is healing in the atonement for 
the body. “Is any sick among you? let 
him call for the elders of the church; 
and let them pray over him, anointing 
him with oil in the name of the Lord: 


and the prayer of faith shall save the 
sick, and the Lord shall raise him up.” 
Please give us the date when this 
practice and promise was cancelled? 
We read in Mark 6.13, “And they cast 
out many devils, and anointed with 
oil many that were sick, and healed 
them.” Anointing with oil and prayer 
for the sick was practiced in the 
church two hundred years after Christ. 
There is no proof that miracles ceased 
with the apostles.

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On Dec. 14, 1949, in Greenwich, 
Conn., there began a conference in 
which every real Christian should be 
vitally interested. This conference 
was called by seven major Protestant 
church organizations, for the purpose 
of drafting plans for the unification 
of Protestantism. In addition to these 
seven denominations that actually 

rticipated in the conference, there 

@: seven other large church organ- 
ations that had observers present. 

These delegates represented more 

than 20,000,000 Protestant church 

members. 

Immediately, the question leaps to 
our minds: Just how would such a 
consolidation of all Protestant 
churches, or even a major part of 
them, affect the lives of the rank and 
file members of said churches? Espe- 
cially, how would it affect the Pente- 
costal churches? 

If we took part in such a move, we 
would still be unpopular with the 
other churches comprising such a 
church. Especially if we insisted on 
holding to our views concerning the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost and those 
doctrines that make us different from 

F) other churches of today. Of course, 









could never compromise on these 
ctrines. 

The exponents of this plan for uni- 
fication advance several reasons as to 
why they think unification should be 
consummated. Their main argument 
is that the Protestant church in its 
present diversified form is failing to 
develop all of its possibilities as an 
institution for the benefit of mankind.

trinal distinctions and concentrating 


on making the church a giant social 
organization for the betterment of 
humanity. 

The theory of church unification 
sounds good to the ear, but it is doubt- 
ful that it would be practical. 

To some churchgoers, one church is 
as good as another, regardless of 
what those churches teach and prac- 
tice. To this class, it would make no 
difference what the preacher did or 
what he preached. They know little, 
and care less, about what the Word of 
God actually teaches. To this class 
belong the people who consider the 
Church just another social organiza- 
tion, whose sole end is to entertain 
them, and to promote the welfare of 
society, in this present world. These 
people are in the majority in some of 
our modern churches, and church uni- 
fication, would, therefore, appeal to 
them, as it would promote the things 
that seem most important and desir- 
able to them. 

Unification would be practical to 
these people because they do not un- 
derstand that the most important 
task the church has is not improving 
social conditions, desirable as this may 
be, but the salvation of men through 
the preaching of the gospel of Jesus 
Christ. To do this there must be spir- 
itual unity, as well as organic union. 
Church unification would bring about 
a veritable “Babel” of doctrinal teach- 
ings of the various churches, and, in 
my opinion, would result in “chaos” 
rather than true unity. 

Let us remember that the very rea- 
son we have Protestant churches is 
that one religious organization, the 
Roman Catholic Church, became so 
large and powerful that she felt: it 
her duty to suppress all doctrinal 
teachings that were contrary to what 
the Catholic heirarchy wanted taught. 
What assurance would wé have that 


this proposed giant Protestant church 
would not travel the same path of 
persecution to all who dared differ 
with it? 

Some of the most shameful and 
bloody pages of history were written 
because Roman Catholic intolerance 
and persecution became so strong 
that even kings bowed to their 
decrees. It has been estimated 
that Rome has slain more than 
200,000,000 people who refused to 
worship as she dictated. Multi- 
tudes of people were slain in the 
Papal Inquisition and in Spain. When 
the reign of terror was finally over, 
besides the thousands that died ter- 
rible deaths, there were many others 
found chained in dungeons beneath 
the monasteries, their hair long and 
matted, their nails like bird claws. 
Many of them stark, raving mad, and 
all because they refused to be domi- 
nated by the power-mad Catholic 
Church with its despotic ruler, the 
Pope, who calls himself the Vicar of 
Christ. 

Human nature is essentially the 
same today as it has always been, even 
though it may be argued by some that 
we are living in a more enlightened 
age. We see plenty of signs of intol- 
erance about us, both religious and 
racial. 

History records the persecution of 
the Pilgrim Fathers by the Church of 
England, to which everyone belonged. 
This church had organic unity, but 
that wasn’t enough. Those people who 
really loved God more than just a 
form of religion were not satisfied. 
They were so dissatisfied, in fact, that 
they braved the ocean, Indains, and 
cold New England winters to gain re- 
ligious freedom. Now, some want us to 
submit to a giant “Church of Amer- 
ica,” which, in my opinion, would seek 
to stifle any opposition or doctrines 
not to their liking— all this, of course, 
in the name of “unity.” It is possible 
that if unification of Protestant 
Churches becomes an actuality, we 
shall have another revolution com- 
parable to the one in the days of Mar- 
tin Luther, called the Reformation, or 
the one in Europe that caused the 
birth of this nation. 

It is an undeniable fact that Mod- 
ernism has undermined some of the 
Protestant churches, until they bear 
little resemblance to the Church of 
God as outlined in the Scriptures. 
Many of the leaders and preachers in 
these churches deny the fundamental

Among the one and a quarter mil- 
lion people who work on the Nation’s 
railroads, there is a spirit of public 
service which might be summed up 
in the motto “Take care of the folks.” 
This means not only the regular cour- 
tesies which add to the comfort of 
passengers, but also the acts of hu- 
man kindness and mercy which extend 
far beyond the field of regular duty. 

It means, for example, the sort of 
kindness shown by a porter on a 
western railroad to a mother and 
daughter who were: journeying by rail 
to visit their son and brother in the 
Air Force. Due to a mistake in cal- 
culations, they discovered that they 
lacked enough money to get back 
home. Upon learning of their pre- 
dicament, Porter Fox Cosby, of Los 
Angeles, saved the day by advancing, 
unasked, the funds they needed. His 
reward came in a letter from the re- 
lieved woman, as she returned his 
money: 

“It is encouraging these days, in a 
world gone mad, to find one who is 
still able to do for us and trust us as 
you did, and we shall not forget it.” 


This incident is one of the thou- 
sands of acts performed each year by 
railroad employees—acts which make 
railroading synonomous with human 
sympathy. Some people think of the 
railroads merely as an agency of 
transportation. However, passengers 
continually have discovered that the 
railroads are also a personal friend, 
whenever the need arises. 

These passengers include an elderly 
lady who recently boarded a train at 
Spokane, Washington. When night 
came, she became very ill. With no 
friends aboard, she might have been 
in bad straits had it not been for 
the porter, who cared for her tenderly, 
held her head, and eased her pain with 
applications of cold towels. In the most 
sympathetic tones, he tried to allay 
her fear that she was dying. He finally 
succeeded by asking, “Haven’t you 
faith in the Lord?” Thanks to this 
porter, who had been nurse, doctor, 
and spiritual adviser; the woman was 
soon feeling better. 

Railroad officials are always ex- 
tremely quick to go out of their way 
to care for young children making 
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journeys alone. A letter received by 
rail officials in Cincinnati read, in 
part: 

“My little daughter was traveling to 
New York alone, and my wife and I 
were worried. We called on you for 
assistance, and you did not hesitate to 
give it to us. Not only that, you sent 
down a man to see to it that every- 
thing was all right. Just before start- 
ing, your representative appeared in 
the car and made it his business to 
ascertain that everything was just so. 
I want to pay tribute to your company 
for the care you give your passengers.” 

After a cyclone swept over southern 
Illinois, railroad officials gave all pos- 
sible aid to the victims, utilizing equip- 
ment and personnel. Twenty-two 
sleeping cars and a kitchen car were 
rushed to the scene of the disaster for 
use in housing and feeding the home- 
less. Every employee on the mission 
rose to the emergency and labored 
faithfully as long as there was work 
to be done. 

When a hurricane struck the east 
coast of Florida, railroad officers sent 
a prompt offer of help to the governor. 
A train, including three kitchen cars, 
reached the stricken territory the day 
after the disaster. These cars, provided 
shelter for hundreds of injured people, 
and furnished bedding and supplies. 
Many people were transported free of 
charge from the devastated zone. 


During a raging flood in the Ohio 
River Valley, another gigantic rail- 
road relief job was performed. Several 
hundred cars were used to bring in 
detachments of the U.S. Coast Guard 
and to carry refugees from the flood- 
ed areas or house them temporarily. 
Railroad flatcars were provided to 
transport lifeboats to the scene of the 
flood, and tankcars undertook the 
emergency job of carrying drinking 
water. Other cars were utilized to dis- 
tribute food. 


Another unusual job frequently p y 


formed by railroad personnel is assist- 
ing in births. On one occasion, Con- 
ductor William Venn aided the stork 
in the arrival of a boy. The grateful 
mother promptly selected the name 
Venn Smith for her son... and gave 
the baby as a middle name the name 
of the car on which he was born. One 
porter, Lou Thomas, assisted in so 
many births that he was jokingly 
known as “Doctor.” Another, Porter 
Stephen Hopkins, helped deliver a 
child on his train recently. The next 
morning was rainy, so Hopkins 
wrapped the mother and child in 
blankets and presented them to the 
waiting husband. “He gave me 50c, but 
I informed him there was no charge,” 
says Hopkins. “That night he returned 
the two blankets with $10.” :

This special LEE COLLEGE NEWS LETTER comes to the EVANGEL 
readers through the courtesy of Rev. A. M. Phillips, Business Man- 
ager of the Church of God Publishing House. Brother Phillips kindly 
gave us the back page which he uses to advertise Bibles, religious 
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Few, if any, had even the slightest idea of what was in store for 
us when we started to the evening service at the College Auditorium 
on Sunday evening, February 12, 1950. We were expecting the 
general type of service that we usually had, but the Holy Ghost 
had other plans. Before the evening speaker had a chance to read 
the text, the Holy Ghost took charge. Messages were given and in- 
terpreted and the altar started filling up. The service became a 
prayer meeting in which five or six were saved, and five or six 
received the Holy Ghost. It was wonderful to see the manifestations 
of the Spirit of God. 


Monday morning classes convened from 8 to 9 and 9 to 10 as 
usual, and then we went for our regular chapel period. We had 
not planned a revival, but we were determined to give the Spirit of 
God right of way in case He wanted to work. God was with us and 
we had another unusual service. The Holy Ghost took charge again, 
and the service continued all day and until early Tuesday morning. 
We decided to have chapel at 8 o’clock on Tuesday morning, and 
the service continued throughout the day and until late at night. 


Each day we wondered if the Lord were through, but He con- 
tinued to bless. No definite announcement was made about the 
classes, but we did not have any other classes until February 20 
(many of these classes were testimony meetings). During this week 
at least thirty were saved, forty-seven were baptized with the 
Holy Ghost, thirty were baptized in water, and approximately 
twelve to fifteen more became candidates for water baptism. One 
person received the baptism of the Holy Ghost after around twenty 
years of seeking. During the first five days of the revival, a great 
percentage of the students and faculty spent eighty-eight hours in 
prayer, testimonial, and Bible study meetings. Some of the people 
spent as much as fifteen to twenty hours out of twenty-four in the 
auditorium seeking and praising God, and were then a bit reluctant 
to leave the auditorium. IT WAS WONDERFUL! 


The services were not organized by man, but the Holy Ghost 
had wonderful order. No two services were alike, and each one 
seemed to get better as the week wore on. Many people were 
blessed each day—some received calls from God (one faculty mem- 
ber is leaving to do mission work in India after this term); others 
received their healing; others thought of ill-feeling in the past and 
made everything right; confessions were made; students testified 
to the fact that they had received what they needed to enable 
them to prepare for their lifework and to better tell the story of 
Christ—all in all, God worked in wonderful ways His wonders to 
perform. The experiences of the revival cannot be adequately de- 
scribed. . . . Who has words to explain anything that God especial- 
ly blesses? 


Out-of-town and out-of-state persons heard of the revival and 
came to witness and enjoy the special blessings of God. To my

Really this meeting was too won- 
derful for words. 
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knowledge, they were not disappointed. 

The meetings were climaxed by the Saturday night meeting and 
Sunday morning Communion service. Saturday night a student was 
led to take a love offering for Lee College and then another stu- 
dent felt led to take up $10 bills. Several hundred dollars was re- 
ceived in this manner, and then students started giving watches 
and other personal belongings. One person gave his car; some 
teachers gave a month’s salary; students gave free work to the 
School; some students gave clothing; some veterans pledged their 
insurance dividend checks; two teachers gave their lifesavings. 
Many students gave ALL they had. Some who had no money to 
give, gave themselves in greoter loyalty and service to Lee College. 
These gifts were great sacrifices for these students and teachers to 
make, but God will surely reward them in a great way. After all 
pledges are in, Lee College will probably be at least $7,000 better 
off financially. This is a great testimony of the students’ and 
faculty’s love for Lee College. Since these offerings were neither 
planned nor encouraged by the officials, we feel that they were 
God inspired. Perhaps it was one way the Lord used to let us 
know that He plans to assist us in meeting the heavy finan 
burdens under which Lee College is now laboring. No one » 
whom I have spoken has ever seen anything like the service—God 
was certainly in it. If you should feel led to share with us in making 
a financial sacrifice to help meet the needs of operating this 
institution, which has been dedicated to God and the Church, you 
can also share with us the blessings God promised to let fall upon 
us if we would put our trust in Him. 


What occurred at Lee College during the week of February 12-19 
is still undescribed, but as one teacher put it, ‘“‘We have learned 
and learned and learned,” and yet we realize we are mere babes 
in Christ and sincerely desire to learn more of God and how to 
serve others more effectively.
